L DUCE URGES U.S. 
10 GUT WAR DEBTS 


Mussolini Tells 500,000 
Italians That Germany 
Has Right To Arm. 


TURIN, Italy, Oct. 23.—(4)—Pre- 
mier Benito Mussolini appealed to the 
United States to cancel or reduce the 
European war debts in an open-air 
address today, carried by :oud speak- 
ers to about a half-million Italians 
jammed jin three public squares of 
Turin, 

He declared Germany’s armament 
parity demand was “fully justified,” 


deplored the ineffectiveness of the 
League of Nations but said Italy 
would remain a member, and argued 
against the dole and money inflation. 

Without mentioning France by 
name, he made what was interpreted 
as a challenge to that nation—whose 
frontier is only 40 miles west of here 
—in his statement that “Turin has 
never been afraid of war.” 

Elaborate precautions were taken 
for protection of the premier in his 
first visit to this industrial center. 
long the hot-bed of anti-fascism, in 
nine years. - 

He made a promise to ‘Turin citi- 
zens that “hereafter contacts between 
us will be close and frequent.” 

The premier appealed to United 
States in the matter of what he de- 
scribed as “the ship of debts” and 
said “I hope the people of the great 
starred state will not repel this ves- 
wel which carries a cargo of hope and 
anxiety of so many people.” 

Shouts of “no” ‘came from the 
crowd. 

“Would that your ‘no’ could be 
~-""d on the other side of the ocean 
and touch the heart of that great 
people,” the premier added. 

His speech was part of a celebra- 
tion of the tenth anniversary of the 
fascist regime and he announced as 
the motto for the next decade: “Ad- 
vance, work, and, if and when neces- 
sary, fight.” 

He pledged better co-operation be- 
tween classes. He said he knew the 
physical pain of families in want 
“because I have endured it.’ 

“Germany's demand for juridical 
parity of armaments is fully justi- 
fied,” he said. “It must be recog- 
nized and the sooner, the better. But 
at the same time, Germany niust not 
ask rearmament in any way as long 
as the disarmament conference en- 
dures. 

“Once the conference fails,” he 
added, “Germany cannot remain in 
the League of Nations.” 

He envisaged a four-power confer- 
ence with Great Britain, France, 
Germany and Italy—as recently pro- 
posed by the British goverument—as 
a possible solution to Europeah 
troubles. 

Will Remain in League. 

“But we want no hegemony in Eu- 
rope,” he added, without mentioning 
any specific country as threatening 
domination of others. “We would be 
against the establishment of any 
hegemony. especially if it creates a 
situation of obvious injustice. 

“The action of the grand council 
of fascism aroused the interest of all 
countries,” he continued, recalling the 
council’s proposal last May to re-ex- 
amine Italy’s status in the League of 
Nations.” 

“TIT declare again we still will re- 
main in the League—especially now 
‘that it is extraordinarily ‘sick,’ we 
must not abandon it,” he said. “The 
League is too universal, its advice 
loses efficacy with distance. It may 
have benefited some European regions 
but in.the far east and, South America 
its words remain words without 
sense, without significance. 

“There have been efforts to disen- 
tangle the League from this too uni- 
versal system,” he said. “I think if 
tomorrow there could be reached, on 
the basis of justice, recognition of our 
sacred rights . .. and the necessary 
adequate premises for collaboration of 
the four great western powers, Europe 
would be tranquilized in a_ politica! 
way and perhaps the economic crisis 
would weaken and approach its end,” 

“Italy For Peace.” 
The premier proclaimed “for all to 


|hear” that Italy follows a policy of 


peace—"true peace designed to re- 
store the eéquilibrium’ of Europe, 
peace that is in the heart, like hope 
and faith.” 

His face distorted and arms swing- 
ing, he characterized anti-fascists 
abroad and Masonic exiles of Italy 


as “idle dreamers who would not for- 
give fascist Italy for surviving.” 

He decried the dole as solving noth- 
ing and said “we are against all in- 
direct measures and all suggestions 
to alter the value of money which I 
consider the untouchable banner of the 
nation. Where this has been done, 
conditions of the people have not been

improved. 

“Even now as we gather in this 
piazza, masses of unemployed are 
‘marching from many parts of Britain 
upon London,” he added.

Poll Indicates Ratio Is 11 
to 1 Among Congres- 
sional Nominees.

WASHINGTON, #Oct. 23.—(P)— 
The Women’s Organization for Na- 
‘ional Prohibition Reform reported 
today that, in a poll it is conducting, 
“wet candidates for the seventy-third 
congress exceed drys eleven to one.” 

An announcement issued by Mrs. 
William B. Mason, chairman of the 
District of Columbia division, which 
is national legislative department of 
the organization, tabulated replies of 
607 candidates from 45 states, 

The organization classified 553 of 
those replying as “wet” and 54 “dry.” 
The “wet” classfication included 474 
candidates who were listed as siip- 
porting a resolution for straight re- 
peal and 79 “for either repeal or sub- 
mission with qualifications.” 

“Democratic candidates are still 
leading republicans more than two 
to“one for straight repeal in the poll, 
which already covers over 50 per cent 
of the candidates, and which will be 
continued right up to election day,” 
Mrs. Mason said. 

“The arrival.of a 
group in the new congress after 
March 4 is definitely forecast. Wets 
have real eause to be jubilant. These 
latest returns of the congressional 
poll spell defeat for the drys, and a 
new deal for prohibition reform ad- 
vocates is on the horizon.”

A healthy adult secretes 1 to 11-2 
pints of bile daily. The bile or gall is 
yellow or golden hued in the carnivora, 
reen in herbivora, fifty-fifty in man. 
t is alkaline, viscid, sterile (gerin 
free) and somewhat antiseptic. The 
bile (1) aids the digestion of fats in 
the intestine, (2) limits the extent of 
putrefaction, (3) promotes or stimu- 
lates peristalsis which propels the di- 
gesting food along the alimentary 
canal, and (4) in a minor way carries 
waste material out of the blood. This 
last function is obscure; at least we 
do not know just what substances, if 
any, are excreted or eliminated from 
the body in the bile. 

It is the common observation that 
when biie is vomited the sickness is 
due to “biliousness.” This notion is 
closely associated with the notion that 
bile is an abnormal or “poisonous” 
substance, especially if it be greenish 
in color, or “black.” The truth is that 
if any healthy person receives a 
strong emetic, after the contents of the 
stomach is ejected, if the vomiting be 
repeated or continued bile will appear. 
Vomiting is essentially reversed peris- 
talsis, and bile is normally present in 
the duodenum just beyond the lower 
gateway (pylorus) of the stomach, dur- 
ing the digestion of a meal. In the 
normal digestive process each gush of 
chyme (mixture of food with gastric 
jnice) into the duodenum excites re- 
flex contraction of the gall-bladder 
which spurts some bile into the duo- 
denum., Thus it is a mistake to assume 
that the sick person has a “bilious” at- 
tack or anything wrong with the liver 
or gall apparatus when bile is ejected 
from the stomach, It is rather the ab- 
sence of bile in such circumstances 
that suggests trouble in the northwest. 
I hope all our readers will con this 
paragraph twice over, for it is not ot 
a lesson in psysiology but good healt 
psychology too. | 
‘urther on we'll consider jaundice. 
In this discussion of the bile nothing 
has been sail about the functions of 
the liver.. Besides secreting bile the 
liver plays an important part in nutri- 
tion, notably the formation and stor- 
age of glycogen (avimal starch, blood 
sugar), the formatino of urea, and 
other metabolic functions such as the 
production of substances concerned in 
the clotting of blood and perhaps the 
recovery of hemoglobin or red coloring

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—(P— 
Former Senator Robert L. Owen, of

called “unjust’ the “untruthful charge 
made by Mr. Hoover’s spokesmen” 
that the house of representatives last 
session passed a bill instructing the 
treasury and federal reserve board “to 
manipulate commodity prices.”

France Visions Great Waterway 


to Mediterranean 


PARIS, Oct. 23.—Dedication of the 
new Alsace canal and power plant at 
Kembs has opened to France the 
vision of a great waterway from the 
North sea to the Mediterranena. 

President Albert Lebrun has ex- 
pressed in words the French dream 
that eventually boats’ laden with prof- 
itable ecommerce may pass without in- 
terruption from Marseilles to Rotter- 
dam. 

“That time is far off,” he said. But 


with its harnessing of the Rhine 
electricity eventually will be supplied 
to half France. 

The hvdro-electric plant at Kembs. 
dedicated with traditional _ political 
ceremonies only a few days _ before 
soviet Russia opened its great power 
plant at Dnieprostoroy, is the first 
unit in one ef the largest power 
sthemes in western Europe. 

It is the first of eight plants whiz” 
will stand as landmarks along the 
canal, which extends parailel to ths 
Rhine from close to the Swiss fron 
tier at Kuningue to beyond Rosen.

The Alsace canal, like a number 
of other similar works in France, in- 
cluding the recently opened Moselle 
canal, is an outcome of the Versailles 
treaty. The treaty gave France right 
to use waterpower latent in the Rhine, 
and reharness it. providing naviga- 
tion was unimpeded. 

When completed, the canal will 
ope.. up navigation for large vessels 
all the way to Basel, Switzerland, 
where it rejoins the Rhine, 

Later it is expected to form a link 
in the most important undertaking of 
its kind in Europe, the lthine-Rhone 
canal, whereby it is eventually hoped 
to link the North sea and the Med- 
iterranean across the continent, pro- 
vidin: freight with a much shorter 
water route than that by sea through 
the Strait of Gibraltar and up the 
Spanish and French coasts.

$250,000,000 More Placed 
in Circulation; U. S. 
Gold Stock Increases. 


| WASHINGTON. Oct. 23.—(7)—A 
decrease of $250.000,000 in money 
hoarded, an increase in goid stock and 
reserve funds of member banks and 
a drop in bank indebtedness to fed- 
eral reserve banks and in bank sus- 
pensions were reported tcday by the 
federal reserve board in its mouthly 
review. 

The board ‘said national banks un- 
der the Glass-Borah amen!ment to 
the home loan bank Jaw bad issued 
$100.000,000 in new national bank 
currency, 

During recent weeks, the banks 
holdings of government securities had 
been practically unchanged, the board 
said, adding that between June 15 
and September 30 member banks, had 
increased reserve funds partly be- 
catise of the addition of $275.000.000 
to the country’s gold’ sto¢ék, bringing 
it to $4,200,000,000. The excess of 
reserves of federal reserve banks now 
is $1,200,000.000. 

Currency Released. 

“Since July 20, there has also been 
a release of currency from hoarding 
estimated at $250,000.000,” the board 
said. “This estimate is based on the 
fact that the amount of money in cir- 
culation deciined by over $130,000,- 
000 at a time when it usually in- 
creases by more than $110,000.000.” 

The inflow of funds to member 
banks, the review -continned, enabled 
them to rednee their imdebtedness to 
the reserve banks during recent weeks 
by $200,000,000, the lowest level since 
September of last year, and at the 
same time to increase their reserves 
in excess of legal requirements to ap- 
proximately $400,000,000

HEAVY DEMAND 


Large Spot Interests Buy 
for Investment; Mills 
and Exporters in Mart. 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 23.—(/)— 
Trading in the market for cotton con- 
tracts was rather quiet the past week, 
due to a general tendency of traders 
to hold off until after the presidential 
election is out of the way. Prices 
fluctuated narrowly from day to day 
and although the general trend was 
somewhat downward, covering by 
shorts and a little trade buy:-~ and 
price-fixing combined to absorb the 
hedge selling and hold declines to 
very limited proportions. 

The extreme spread of prices was 
slightly under 30 points and the net 
decline for the week was about 14 
to 15 points or about three-quarters 
of a dollar a bale.

Every 
bulge developed the placing of hedges 
against the rather large spot trans- 
actions. 

Active Demand for Spots. 

The main feature of the week was 
the active demand for spots in south- 
ern markets, daily sales reported 
ranging from 70,000 to 80,000 bales.

Pound Sterling Braces.

DES MOINES, Iowa, Oct. 23.—(/) 
Idle hands, put to work on idle land, 
have made the relief outlook brighter 
for Iowa's larger cities. 

Jobless men by the hundreds have 
hoed and harvested abundant yields 
of vegetables and fruit from garden 
plots furnished free by the munici- 


| palities. 


And their wives and daughters, who 
went to canning classes, have almost 
completed packing of thousands of 
jars of foodstuffs for winter needs. 

Because of this useful employment 
of the unemployed, some shasite 
workers in Iowa have predicted that 
their cities will have no serious relief 
problem this winter, even though an 
increase is expected in the number 
needing help. 

In Burlington, a women’s club put 
up 3,000 quarts of vegetables. From 
previously vacant lots and a 29-acre 


enough produce to fill 27,000 cans. 
One Waterloo canning firm let job- 
less persons use its facilities, and 
1,500 cans of beans from relief gar- 
dens were packed. 

Fort Dodge women dropped bridge 
parties for canning hees and stored 
30,000 jars of carrots, beets, beans, 
peas, corn and other vegetables for 
the city’s poor this winter. A drive 
in Fort Dodge netted 10,000 cans of 
food, and.an association of unem- 
ployed women contributed 1,400 
quarts. 3 

Unemployed men in Ottumwa grew 
garden truck valued at $10,000 and 
their womenfolk prepared it for the 
winter. Community gardens in Ma- 
son City yielded: enough to fill nearly

Public and private relief agencies 
arranged for the plots, supervise:
